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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to methods of selecting zinc finger proteins using polysome display. The 
closest prior art documents are: 

1) Mattheakis et al. (reference AH in the Form PTO 1449 filed 14 December 2001) shows 
polysome display of peptide antigens and binding of the antigens to antibodies. 
Mattheakis et al. does not show peptide-DNA binding or selection. 

2) Choo et al. (WO 96/06166, reference AB in the Form PTO 1449 filed 08 May 2001) 
shows on page 1 1 a suggestion to try methods of selection of zinc finger proteins other 
than phage display, such as stalled polysomes. Choo et al. merely suggests trial of 
polysome display for zinc finger selection without providing detailed guidance, evidence, 
or working examples that such selection by polysome display is effective. Absent such 
evidence the suggestion of Choo et al is merely an invitation for further experimentation.
